BATHS FOR HEALTH AND 
BEAUTY.

HE plain “soap and water” bath, 
whether hot or cold, is in itself a 
necessary adjunct to a state of health, 

but specially prepared baths ere of till 


yieater value in certain cases. 


tn the case of colds and chills, for example, 


great relief, and sometimes entire cure, can 
he obtained by soaking well ig a very hot 


path, to which a teacupful of dry mustard 


has beer, added. Soda is also excellent in 
cases of cold, especially when the limbs ache 
and throb. 


A large cup of common salt added to a 


bath will bave a touic effect, as will also a 
cupful of sea salt. 


Vhen one feels tired and weary a most re- 


freshing bath can be prepared by adding an 
ounce of ammonia and a few drops of Fau de 
Cologne or verbena essence to hot water. 


Pine essence, too, is a very refreshing addi- 


tion to a bath, and is also an excellent anti- 
cold precaution on cold and wintry days. 


A bath de /ure can be enjoyed with the 


use of a little of the following preparation :— 
Put six ounces of Kau de Col 

add ten drachms of tincture of bengoin, and, 
lastly, three and a half pints of ordinary 
vinegar. Pour the mixture into a bottle and 
shake it every day for a fortnight, at the 
end of which time it should be strained, and 
is then ready for use.

A bran bath is most soothing, and 1s par- 


ticularly valuable where there is any skim 
irritation, sunburn, etc, 


A large muslin bag of bran should be put 


to steep in very hot water, and after a tew 
minutes should be squeezed until the water 
is quite milky. Add a few drops of perfume, 
and the bath is ready. For the too fat there 
is a specially useful bath. 'Fhis is prepared 
by putting a pound of Epsom salts into very 

hot water, and when it is dissolved sit in 
the bath for at least ten minutes, adding 
more water as the first cools.” <A bath of this 
sort can be taken three times a week, pro- 


vided that it does not cause a feeling of 


gréat tiredness. A rub with Hau de Cologne 
afterwards will close up the pores, For an 
Epsom salts bath the rough salts, or ** cattle 
salts,” as they are called, should be used 
rather than the more refined kind.

CURRIED KABBIT. 


Ingredients. — One rabbit, one and a 
half ounces dripping, one dessertepoon ful 
curry powder, two-inch cinnamon stick, 
hu f pint cocoanut milk, two Spanish 
onions, one ayple (chopped), six cloves, 
hal} pint sieved tomatocs, salt to taste. 

Method.—Wash the rabbit thoroughly 


in 


salted water. Scald it in boiling 


water, und cut into neat joints, Pry the 
onions in the butter until a golden 
brown; add chopped apple and curry 
powder. Fry three or four minutes, add 
the cocoanut milk, the tomato pulp, also 
the cloves and cinnamon stick, which are 
tied in a piece of muslin. When hot, 
add the rabbit and cook about one and a 
half houra—or until the rabbit is tender. 
Remove the cloves and cinnamon stich, 
and serve the curry with boiled rice. 

Note.—To make cocoanut milk—Put 
bia pound dessicated cocoanut and 
alf pint of boiling water into a basin, 
cover ten minutes, press through a fine 
strainer, and use. 


DATE AND GINGER CRACKERS.

Spread one 
with nut and ginger paste, place second 
layer on top, cut into fingers or squares. 
and bake in a hot oven from 12-15 
minutes, 


ROLL OF VEAL STUFFED AND 
STEWED. 
Ingredients.—One and a half pounds 
fillet of veal (in one slice), two ounces 
Ayrshire bacon, one ounce butter, three- 
quarter pint stock, one ounce flour, salt 

and pepper. 

Stuffing. — Mix four tablespoonfuls 
breadcrumbs, one and a half ounces suet 
(chopped), one teaspoonful chopped 
pareley, quarter teaspoonful herbs, grated 
rind from half a lemon, salt and pepper, 
and moisten with one egy, well beaten. 

Method.—Wipe the real with a damp 
cloth, and season it with salt und pepper. 
Put the stuffing in the centre, roll up the 
veal and secure it with a piece of tape 
or string. Melt the butter in a stewpan, 
when smoking hot put in the roll of veal 
and fry until brown. Miz the flour 
áidh, with the stock, add salt and 
pepper, pour into the stewpan, and stir 
until boiling. Simmer one and a hal} 
hours. Ten minutes before dishing the 
veal, form the bacon into small rolls, 
place these on a skewer and cook until 
criap in the oven or under the grill. 
Dish the veal, removing the tape or 
string, and gurnish with the rolls of 
bacon and slices of lemon.

These performances are in aid of the Wel- 
fare Fund of the St. John Ambulance Bri- 
ade, Dr. Ella Webb told the audience on 
Satatday the origin and purpose of the fund. 
During ‘‘the trouble’’ the Brigade, in the 
course of helping people who suffered distress 
where they 
lived, and in other ways, due to the disorder 
of the times, came to be regarded as friends 


through destruction of houses 


of the poor, Many of those who were helped 


then have sought aid in the same quarter 
again. during hard times, and the Brigado 
thus has become committed almost inevitably 


to some kind of welfare work. It has not 
wished to overlap the operations 
societies, and it has confined its recent wel- 
fare-work to one particular branch. 

That is, indeed, a branch which must com- 
mand sympathy, especially from all those 
who are aware of the heavy rate of infan- 
tile mortality in the poorer quarters of the 
city, and of the amount of disease, incapa- 
city, and misery that is traced to lack of 
proper nourishment in the pre-natal stage, 
as well as in early infancy. The Welfare 
Fund: is devoted to the feeding of such ex- 
pectant and nursing mothers as need that 
help. Knowing that mothers cannot be got 
to reserye f for themselves while their 
children are hungry, the helpers insist on ile 
dinner provided for th. mother being eaten 
on the premises; this work goes on behind 
the Brigade headquarters at 40 Merrion 
square, and food that van be taken home to 
the children is given, in addition, in needy 
cases. One must feel that this*1s a good 
work, and Dr. Webb was on good ground 
when .she commended it to the notice o* 
people who are against what is called *‘indis- 


criminate charity.’’

ISOLATION IMPOSSIBLE. 

“The word compensation used in this con- 


Ministry does not pay compensation. The 
real position is that, in the public interest, 
animals on infected premises are compul- 
sorily bought for slaughter, and, of the 
amount paid, a certain proportion is re- 
covered in respect of salvage of healthy car- 
cases. The public may rest assured that 
there is no question of selling diseased car- 
cases. The greatest care is taken to see that 
only the carcases of healthy stock go into 
consumption. hay 
‘An isolation policy is impossible in this 
country. Not only are there not the necessary 
number of buildincs wherein to isolate the 
stock, but it is impossible to restrict the 
movements of human beings who, it has 
been proved, can and do carry the disease. 
“In France, where the disease has got out 
of hand, and slaughter is not enforced, it is 
estimated that the farmers lose five million 
pounds a year. No fewer than 1,382 fresh 
‘outbreaks were notified during the first three 
weeks of September, while in August Hol- 
land had 7,52) and Denmark 3,542 cases.” 
While Mr. Guinness deplored the necessary 
interference with nunting, he declared that 
farmers would never tolerate restrictions be- 
ing imposed upon themselves in the matter of 
moving their stock, while a hunt was allowed 
to ride without let or hindrance over their 


land. 
PURPOSE OF THE ORDER.

THE SPIRIT OF REVOLT. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
-yesumption of Parliament. to-day, observes :— 
There has been more than one indication dur-

DEATH OF A PROMINENT 
WELSHMAN. 


The Rev. Josiah Towyn Jones, ex-M.P.

The Wolfhound, which has made a special 
trip to Germany for the gear, reached Port- 
land this afternoon. It has a diving apparatus 
on board and also a number of Germans, who 
will act as divers and operators. 

In conversation I gathered that the German 
apparatus consists of a non-collapsible stee! 
diving dress, weighing about half a ton, and 
that it can be used at a depth of eighty 
fathoms in dead water. The diver is wholly 
contained in the dress; his hands do not 
project, and he manipulates his own air 
supply. Any work to be done by pincers, 
pliers or other. instruments is performed 
mechanically from inside the dress. It is 
claimed that a diver so clothed ean walk 
about, and that the darkness of the water ex- 
perienced at such a depth can be overcome 
by means of á specially-constructed electr'c 
light,

A DEBT OF HONOUR. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—While the memory of the solemn and 
stirring scene at the Cenotaph on Wednesday 
and the parade of 120,000 ex-Service men 1s 
atill vivid in our minds, would it not be well to 
take stock of our attitude with regard to 
them and to those others who, through 
grievous disablement, were unable to join 
publicly with their comrades in honouring 
their fallen brothers-in-arms? It is common 
knowledgé that all is not well with these 
men. ‘Thousands of them and their families 
gre in dire need of the bare necessaries of life. 

Seven years have passed since the Armistice, 
and every year we pay solemn tribute to the 
bonoured and glorious memory of those who 
made the supreme sacrifice. As we stand, 
veverent and silent, remembering the magni- 
tude of the sacrifice that has been made, the 
horrors faced, the sufferings endured, the 
heroism displayed by the dead, the wounded 
and, perhaps not least, by the bereaved, 
must we. not ask ourselves what we as in- 
dividuals are doing to help towards the re- 
construction of a happier and a juster world? 
Can we, without hypocrisy, solemnly honour 
the memory of the fallen, and callously, in- 
differently, or, perhaps, merely carelessly, 
forget those who faced and endured the 
horrors of modern warfare and now are called 
upon to endure dire poverty and semi- 
starvation? Feeling, if genuine, must find 
outlet in appropriate action. For the rank 
and file of the citizens of this country to rely 
upon the ever-generous few to supply financial 
aid for these men is not to realise our personal 
responsihility towards the discharge of our 
debt to the dead. To limit our contribution 
to the purchase of a poppy onte a year is 
hardly an adequate return. 

, The moral mercury in this country would 
rise by leaps and bounds if the very genuine 
feeling displayed by all sections of the com- 
munity’ on Wednesday could find a practical 
expression. Such an expression would be 
found if every real man and woman, as long 
@s they are in employment, would, between 
now and next Armistice Day, bind themselves 
to make a weekly contribution—from a half- 
be upwards—towards Earl Haig's Fund 
or ex-Service men. No elaborate organisa- 
tion 1s necessary. If someone in everv house- 
hold, shop, factory, office or club would make 
himself or herself responsible for collecting 
the pence, I feel quite sure that a band of 
euthorised voluntary workers would be forth- 
coming. They would give receipts and convey 
the collections to headquarters at stated 
intervals according to arrangement. : 

The small contributions of the many would 
make an enormous increase in the funds at 
the disposal of the Committee yearly, but its 
value would not end there. This voluntary 


recognition of our personal responsibility in the 


matter would unite all classes in a vesture of 
good-wilJ. - No one who has watched the crowds 
on Armistice Day can doubt the genuine 
existence of this feeling. In allowing it prac- 
tical expression it may become the proud 
privilege of the rank and file of the citizens 
of this country to sow in a soil of justice, 
tolerance and. right-mindedness the seeds of 
lasting peace and prosperity, and the dead 
“ill surely know that victory was. really 
theirs.—Yours, ete., Ex.izapetH GRAVES.
